In the English Parliament, In liSO, the as- 
sault upon the freedom of the press, and es- 
pecially the decision of Lord Mansfield, at- 
tracted the attention and aroused the indigna- 
tion of the greatest minds that England pro- 
duced. The representatives ol the people, 
true to their duty, in defiance of execu- 
tive power, at once questioned, denounced 
and repudiated it. The elder Pitt, in the 
House of Lords, assailed Lord Mansfield for 
his directions to juries by which the right to 
try the crime of libel was taken from them. 
Iiis Lordship made no other defense than 
leaving a copy of the judgment iu the court 
of King's Bench in the case of publisher 
Wocdfall with the clerk of the House of 
Lords. Lord Camden denied that the decis- 
kn was law, md proposed six questions to 
Mav.slleld. The latter, in great distress and 
1 >T:-usiO!\ declined to "aaswer interrogato- 
ries.'' This great violation of the Constitu- 
tion was not allowed to pass without remou- 
6Tiuce in the House oi Commons, and Mr. 
Burke showed in a mnsterly speech that if tie 
criminality of a libel were properly excluded 
from a jury, then should the malice In cases 
of murder, and the fclonions intent in charges 
of stealing, be cquslly removed from their ju- 
risdiction and confided to the judge. 

But while the Bench was subservient, the 
bar found an able defender of the printers in 
the celebrated Lord Erckine. Uaawed by 
pMTW, in cn elaborate defense of tha 
rttm of juries, he made It plain tint under 
Lord M— litirr instructions in the case ot 
the Dean cf St. Araphs the defendant had had, 
in hot, no trial, having been fouid guilty 
without any investigation of his guilt, and 
without any power left in the jury to take 
coguizmce of his innocence. 

In the trial of Stockdale, in 1780, for pub 
llshins a defense of Warren Hastings, written 
by the Rev. Mr. Logan, Mr. Erskine made a 
like defense, unequaled in eloquence and un- 
surpassed In Itjgic. He contended that the 
defendant w as not, to be judged by isolated 
pt:68ageo, se ected and put together in the in- 
formation, bat by the entire context of the 
publication. The verdict of not guilty was 
re urned, and thus was established the doc- 
trice that full and fair discussion was lawful; 
that ■ man was not to be punished for a few 
unguarded expressions, but was entitled to a 
fair construction of his general purpose and 
intent in writing, of which the jury was to de- 
cide. 

Here the judges were fairly driven frcm the 
ground that assumed that the appointees and 
defendants of executive power were alone to 



; that power behind the throne greater 
than the throne itself. During this period such 
as the London Herald and the fa- 
"thuuderer," the London Times, were 
established. Their influence not only upon the 
English Government but upon civilization all 
over the globe is Incalculable. While it 
would be useless to deny tbat the press has 
d«ne some evils since that ti ne, yet when the 
balance is fairly struck 1 y an impartial and 
enlightened mind, the good will be lonnd to 
predominate beyond til comparison, aud 
many most disposed to censure, owe more to 
its forbearance than their deserts. The strug- 
gle was by no means ended, but the Govern- 
ment was, henceforth, forced into appealing 
to the decision of the people. The courts 
were no longer willing nor able to lend their 
authority to sustain, alone, a despotic rule, 
and still less could a commander of an army 
assume that censorship which had been so 
positively and conclusively condemned. 

Professor S. W. Jobnaon ia writing ar- 
ticles in the Country Gentleman to prove that 
Liebig does not understand the subject of ag- 
riculture Probably Liebig had belter come 
over to this country and take a course of in- 
struction in Yale, where he can have the ben- 
efit of Prolessor Johnson's lectures.

t5TLast year the Republicans in Maine 
polled 30,t219 votes, and the Democrats polled 
30,721.

The latter gained about six thousand votes 
Where the increased Republican vote came 
from is another question. There was, no 
doubt, a full amount of rascality in votitg 
early and often, as well as in importing votes. 

The Sraii'GATiJiG Pomcr in Missouri — 
The following, from the St. Louis corre- 
spondent of the Tribune, Illustrates pretty 
well what sort of work Uncle Sam is to have 
on baud for many years, under the present 
a im iuistrati ve policy of universal cot fiscation, 
emancipation, extermination, &o. : 

Meanwhile guerrillas, bushwhackers aad 
outlaws are having it pretty much their owe 
way throughout the State (Missouri). Men 
are shot down in their houses, with their 
families clintting around them, for no other 
reason than that they are Union men. 
Ucrs:F, bares, and even towns, are burned. 
So general and so common are thes3 confla- 
grations that mention i6 not made of half of 
them. One paper in the northwestern part 
of the State savs that the midnight sky is 
constantly illuminated by the blaze of burn- 
ing buildings. Outside of St. Louis county 
no Union man is sure of his life from e>ne day 
to another. His properly is at the mercy of 
any predatory band that maliee or the love of 
plunder may bring upon him. All sorts ol 
nameless outrages arc committed day by day, 
and in many portions ot the State society is 
drifting into a new barbarism, tenfold worse 
than the old one which ence shrouded the 
world. Tue civil government is powerless, 
and makes no pretensions to be otherwise. 
Nobody fears it; nobody respects it; but 
everybody laughs at it as the incarnation of 
imbecility and conservatism. The. military, 
though adorned with the paraphernalia ot 
strength, seem to make but little progress to- 
ward the suppression of outlawry and the re- 
storation of peace aud order. 

New Jersey Contributions to the New 
Markets.— The Monmouth (New Jersey) 
Herald says that during the strawberry season 
from fifty to one hundred wagons daily unload 
at the boats for New York, and five hundred 
thousand baskets go frcm the entire county, 
making an average return for the year of *25,- 
000, of which $0,000 go to the pickers. The 
other berry crop— whortlebcrrie;, blackber- 
ries, etc.— are as much more. The pea, bean, 
corn and turnip crop is also very large, realiz- 
ing large returns to ttc farmers, one farmer 
receiving for peas and bWM S^OO. Another 
farmer has already received this year over 
teo for apples. Of potatoes sixteen thousand 
barrels a week are sent to New York, netting 
$24,300 weekly. The citron crop realizes *1S,- 
00u a week, and the melon, tomato, squash, 
and peaeh crops still more. An immense 
amount of hay is also sent to New York, but 
the value is not stated. The oysters pent an- 
nually from Keyport are worth from *:)00,000 
to $500,003.

Mr. Fox's "libel bill," they reiterated the de- 
cision.alreedy condemned, that the criminality 
or innocence of ieturs or papers published 
was matter of law and not of faot. 

In im the libel bill declaratory of the law 
was passed "to regulate the practice of the 
courts in the trial of libels, sad make it more 
in conformity with the Constitution," and 
thus the highest branch of the Eoglish Got- 
repudiated a rule by 
wbich the freedom of the press was made 
su!j'ct, indirectly, to the censorship of the 
executive branch of the government. 

The press was not yet by any means en- 
franchised, but Ihe prevalent spirit of liberty 
had opened free discussloa to the public, and 
the consequence was an elevation in the tone 
of the press. Error found its proper combat- 
ant in that wide arena where truth was allow- 
ed to meet it. The most intricate questions 
of state policy— the profoundest eubjects of 
morals^were discussed in abler publications, 
and by abler writers, than when pamphlets 
were issued from secret presses at the peril 
of the publisher. The diffusion of informa- 
tion tended directly to elevate all classes, and 
reacted upon the writers of the day. With 
the spread of intelligence and that activ- 
ity of mind consequent upon the re- 
cent struggle and still more upon that great 
revolution which wa3 already beginning to 
send its flow all over Europe, there arose a 
demand for information upon every subject in 
which individuals were Interested. The 
rights of man, the reciprocal duties of the 
Government and the citizen, were discussed in 
that plain and homely style which has con- 
tributed more than anything else to make the

When men tell us that they are for T 'tbe 
Union as it wa6"— when they employ this 
phrase to catch the votes of the ignorant and 
unreflecting— we have a right to insist that 
they shall expound it in its relation to exist- 
ing facts. For instance : 

L There are to-day not less thai three hun- 
dred thousand p'-rsons in our country who 
were slaves In lsGO, bnt whom the rebellion 
and its consequences have set at liberty. Not 
less th in one hundred thousand of these are 
aidlnsr, in one capacity or another, the nation- 
al effort to conouer the rebels and restore the 
temporari'y subverted authority cf the Union. 
Do the champions of "the Union as it was" 
propose the return ot these freedmen,or of any 
portion of them, into slavery to the rebels '. ho 
once owned them? If not, what do they pro- 
pose with regard to them } 

IL The fugitive slave law of 1S50 stands un 
tounched cn the statute-book. Under that act, 
anv fugitive from rebel slavery into a free 
Slate may be claimed, seised aud borne away 
into bondage, and there is no legal remedy. 
His plea that he tied because his master was 
a rebel in arms against the Union, and 
that he thought it his duty to escape from that 
master's service to the protection of the na- 
tional flag, there to do what he could toward 
upholding that flig, could not be received by 
the United States Commissioner. (See the 
act.) The only question which that function- 
ary is authorized to try is a very narrow 
one— "Was this Jim or Jerry formerly held as 
his slave by the claimant in this case? And 
did be escajie from said claimant's servicer" 
Of course, the decision must be in the affirm- 
ative, and the person claimed must thereupon 
be surrendered. How far and where will this be 
practicable/rbpecial'y in the presence of Union 
volunteers, who remember that the claim 
ant was a rebel guerrilla who tried to surprise 
ind massacre them, and that the fugitive 
crept into their camp by night, warned them 
o f his master's purpose, and so saved their 
lives? Such cases will inevitably and fre- 
quently occur; what shall be done with them? 

III. West Virginia has lor an age groaned 
under her subjugation to the slaveholding oh- 
«arcby this siae of the Alleghanies. She 
struggled hard to free herself lrom slavery in 
the Constitutional Convention of lt>2tt-30, 
but was ovei borne by ths tide- water vote. 
She should have been ere this one ol the 
grest coal-disglug, iron-making, oil-pumping, 
manufacturing States, with a population of at 
least one million : but old Virg nia has kept 
her under so th3t she is still inalnly cover- 
ed with the. primitive forest, nas but 
a rude beginmrg cf mauulacurirg In- 
dustiy, snd a population of three hundred 
thousand. The slaveholders' rebellion has 
liberated her; she sloughed off' the dead body 
and has become a Iree Stale, with new hopes, 
quickened energies and a magnificent pros- 
pect. To blot her out of existence and re- 
consign her to the tomb whence ebs has 
emerged, is to exnose her people to merciless 
and enduring punishment for her loyalty at 
the bands of the oligarchs whose rule 
6he has spurned, whose treason she 
has res's'ed. Yet this is vital to "the Uuioa 
as it was." Slaa.lt It be her doom? 

IV. The leading, active, uncompromising 
Unionists of the South are all, or nearly all, 
on record as foes of slavery. When Andrew 
Johcson-*-a Democrat all his life, who voted 
for every pro-slavery aggression snd outrage 
up to the outbreak of the Rebellion, and sup- 
ported Bieckinridge for President in 1860— 
comes out for Emancipation, at the earliest 
moment, but Emancipation any how — you 
may b? sure that there are net many Union 
lsts lett behind. Andrew J. Hamiliou, Mich- 
ael Haloo, M. C, ex-Gov. R. M. Stewart of 
Mo., ex Got. Hicks of Md., are conspicuous 
instances illustrating the general truth. In 
Kentucky, tup management of Jame Guthrie, 
Geo. D. Prentioe and a lew other leaders, has 
partly prevented the development of anti. 
slavery conviction and partly suppressed its 
manib station \ but outside of that State, and 
to a far greater extent inside of it than Is gen- 
erally believed, the earnest friends ol the 
Union and the determined foes of slavery are 
identical. A proslavery restoration ot the 
Union dooms all these, not merely to per- 
p-tual exclusion from office, but to banish- 
ment from the South or martyrdom in it. 
The slave power never can and never will for- 
give tnem;* should it recover its ascendency, 
thev must run or die. Can sincere Unionists 
in the North wish to expose them to this al- 
tsrnaiive? 

V. The universal and sanguine expectation 
of the slaves that this war is to result in their 
freedom is a great facL It is not based on 
any particular assurance or pledge, but on 
what they learned while waiting at the 
tablefor lbteuicg at the dcors of their 
masters years ago. Ttuse masters, es- 
pecially when Inflamed by drink, have been 
accustomed to talk freely, boasting of the 
war tbey were about to have with "Ihe 
North" and "the Abolitionists." The stupid- 
est negro could not help comprehending 
that this was a war for slavery— a war 
In which Southern defeat would be slav- 
ery's overthrow. Since the proclamation of 
freedom, their hopes have of course been still 
more definite and 6urely grounded. The War 
Las separated them trom their masters; over 
large areas of Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas, Ac, slavery has to-day no political ex- 
istence. The practical question is not one of 
emancipation but of enslavement. Do you 
comprehend that this is one of the gravest 
and most difficult questions possible? Any

Tax payers »f tlu: City of Louiii-HU: 

You have recently voted $600,000 to the 
Loui sville and Nashville railroad ccnipuy, 
for the purpose of building a railroad from 
Lebanon to Danville, and for the purpose of 
extending this road to the coal regions of the 
Cumberland, in order to supply yourselves 
with coal independently of river navigation. 
Considering the times, and the crippled con- 
dition of your business, this was a noble act, 
and well worthy the hiijh reputation of your 
enterprising city. It was a wise investment 
ofyourmorey. The c'ty will doubtless re- 
ceive seme day a heavy dividend on the In- 
vestment. The amcuLt of that dividend will, 
however, depend upon the discretioa with 
which your money is expended. 

What wa9 your object, citizens of Loulf- 
ville, in votlne this lib»ral sum of money? 
Was It a benevolent or a business object? 
Was it not to benefit the city of Louisville as 
well as the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
C rapasy? Was it not so draw tbe large trade 
of Ihe heart of Kentucky? Does not Louis- 
ville want customers for ber manufacured 
articles, as well sb coal for her furnaces? Do 
not ber merchants want a market in wh'<'h 
to sell her good* of every description? Do 
you answer affirmatively to all these ques- 
tions? Would il not be well then to examine 
and s»»e what use is being made of your 
mopey? Is tha« money to be expended so as 
best to secure all these worthy objects? Did 
you not vote your money to the Lebanon and 
Danville railroad? Did you not expect your 
road to run to Danville? Did you not expect 
to command the trade and travel of Danville, 
of Boyle county, part of Mercer and part of 
G irrard counties ? Do ye.u a^ain say yes? Are 
you aware that the pn i'dent of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad company is about to 
answer all oftkCM que<t'c us in the negitlv. t 
Are ycu watching ihe line on wh ca Mr. 
Guthrie is locating vour roid? He has de- 
termined, so far as the action of his engineers 
is concerned, acd so far n$ bis 
private conversations iro (if we are 
rightly In'ormed), to defeat all hopes you may 
have indulged ol obtaining the trade of Cen- 
tral Kentucky. He has determined to locate 
his road, after passirg Parksville, eight milts 
from Danville, on the Lebanon and Danville 
turnpike, along the very ba^e of the knobs, 
passing through the southern edge of Boyle 
county, the poorest part of the couaty, and 
pissing Into Lincoln co., at Sheloy's church. 
Is it for your interest — ! s it a lulfillment of 
your just expectations in regard to trade 
that this sheuld be doce? Or would it be 
better for your interest to have this road run 
to or by the tewn of Danville? But you say, 
"Ot! I see, every little town along the road 
thinks it ought to run to it — Danville wants 
a railroad." Of course, geutlemen, 6he does, 
especially when it will be more for the 
benefit of Louisville than Danville fur 
her to have it. It was j jyful news to the 
people of this region when they heard that 
our own commercial metropolis had awakad 
to the impcrtar.ee of opening up the wav to 
the boundless wealth of the center of her 
own great Stats. We were rejoiced that Lou- 
isville was about to obtain wnat belonged to 1 
her— the rich tradj of central Kentucky.*, 
Danville wants a railroad; but Danville also 
wants our own city to get her trade. Now, is 
that trade worth having* Will It pay to 
change the direction of this roa< If Suppose It 
does cost one hundred thousand dollars more 
to bring the road to Danville, wili it pay to do 
it? We thluk It will. Do you know that 
the travel to Danyille is greater than M may 
inland town in Kentucky except Lexington? 
The passengers to aud from Danville dailv 
are, on a low estimate, ten, making three 
hundred in a year. Aver-.giug these at four 
dollars, the sum will be twelve thousand dol- 
lars. 

We have no doubt the sum would be twice 
this amount, allowing nothing It increase of 
travel by railroad ficdities This is a Urge in- 
terest on one hundred thousand dollars. How 
much do you suppose the freight of this 
county and the adjaiuing ones would be worth 
every year? Think of transp irtiug the whole, 
extra produce of this region, aud in return all 
the cupplies of ev :ry variety that this people 
consume. Ttie trade and travel frotn th.s 
county would be worth for one year to the 
road almost as much as the additional cost cf 
building the road to Danville, Instead of en 
its present line. -All this is fur the advantage 
of the road (Cstft/ Bu*. merchants and manu- 
facturers ol Louisville, have you n<> inurr t 
in this matter? Do you not want this trad ? 
We, here, want you to have it. 

Is It well to build y our road so as to lose all 
this rich trade foreve:? Don't you want to 
buy all this rich produce and till our empty 
stores with your good*? This is wh .. 
wish. 

But, you answer, will we no* get it where 
the road is about to b;? iocatei!? Wj are- 
afraid not. The nearest poiut that your prr- 
pesed road wiil run is through the southern 
edge of the county, five miles from Danville. 
South of the read lie the knobs, wh-;rj lair^ 
is no trade. 

Now, citizens of Louisville, do you know 
that there is another road ia progress to Daa- 
vllle — the Kentucky Central read? Do l<M 
know that Ciuciulaii has her engineeis at 
work rapidly sutveyirg her rc-au through 
Danville to Somerset? Cincinnati has loiig 
had her eye on this rich cuutry. Central 
Kentucky, East Tennessee aud eoulhward ii 
the only new outlet she has lor her traae. Do 
you think she will not build a road to It] 
She iinel tee Kentucky Central meu are laud- 
ing ia their sleeves" at Mr. Guthrie Tnty 
hope he will pass live miles south of DUvWe. 

Do you thiiik the Central road will not be 
buili? As sure as the Louisvill ! road Is, so 
sure will thai be. It that is built, will you get 
the trade still when your road is south of 
here? It is not reasonable. Thi Central road 
will not only take all traiie and travel lrom 
Danville, but it will take it down to the very 
line of your road. Not only that, but it will 
tap your road, and the trade ai;d travel on 
vour read lrom the mountains will be here 
diverted to Cincinnati. But, you say, would 
not that be so even if the real ran 10 l)ii>- 
ville? No; lor then you would command all 
travel te Louisville aud all the South. Oaly 
the few people who were obliged to %o to Cin- 
cinnati would take the Central road. 

But you ought to prevent people goir g to 
Cincinnati. Can't you make it to their inter- 
est to go to Louisville? And as to trade, you 
would divitle it assuredly. It would be only 
juestiou of Interest then, where men would 
irade. Can not Louisville compete w.ta 
Cincinnati in trade? Your WfM men 
think so; we believe so. Are not y our manu- 
factures as good? Can't you sell fjgosxM 
cheap? Central Kentucky has no pension fe>r 
Cincinnati lhat can't be cooled, il her inteieo 
lies elsewhere. It is our interest to go to 
Louisville. We want to go there. Will you 
now let us. or will you spurn us? If the cen- 
tral road is necessarily del.iy.-d by th 
ttrrible bridge SJVC1 Kentucky nver, had you 
not better come in now and get nil oar busi- 
ness connections formed wiui you, before it 
can be finisheu* Suppose the central read is 
not built this year; it will be before many 
years. Is it wise to seek present advantage 
and lose greater future good? 

But it has been said that "if Danv'lle wants 
a laiiroad, she ought to help to build iL" She 
would, had she not alresdy been ruined by 
farmer efforts. This couaty has already sub- 
scribed cue hundred and flf;y thousand dol- 
lars to build a read, and that debt is still to be 
paid. This makes her unwilling aad unable 
to make another venture. 

But you say ".he iarmers are mean and 
close, requiring heavy damages lor the right 
of way, iusteaa of gladly giving it." Is tnu 
peculiar to Boyle county men ? Are not men 
selfish every wnere ? It is poor compensation 
thai you rua your road on the knobs, where 
land is cheap. So is trade scarce. But do 
you not know that your engineers have the 
right to condemn the land and have it valued 
by impartial Jurors? 

Our sole obj act is not to argue this ques- 
tion, but te call your serious attention 10 a 
subject deeply affecting both you and ne. 
Suppose you are building a ''cjtnmerciai"' road 
and not a mililury one. Suppose you are 
building a commercial road for Louisville and 
not tor country towns. Yet we think it will 
be for your convenience as well as ours. 

We know that Danville has no mere right 
to have the road near her than any other towo, 
because our negroes hare been seized snd 
turned over, to the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company at one-half the price for 
which labor can be obtained. We ask noth- 
ia" on this score. The people are reconciled 
uAhis for the sake of the Government. Bui 
we speak iu the name of commerce.

THE SABINE PA.»* AFFAIR. 

The return of the transport General Banks 
witn Generals Franklin and Weitzel on board, 
together with the arrival of other transports 
Lrom Sabine Pass last sight and to-day, put* 
ne in possession of the details with resard to 



the recent disaster to the Federal advance te» 
Texas I sent you by ibis morning's steamer 
the drs: account we received iu this city. 
The source from which I derive the following 
narrative is such as to render a further revis- 
ion annecessary. I inclose my authority: 

The expedition from this city under Gen- 
erals Franklin. Weitzel, and E'nory, consist- 
ing of some 3 000 men, thirteen transports, 
two irunboats (the Ariz ma and Cresceut C Hj, 
not Quaker City, as I wrots you,) arrive 1 tm 
Sabine Pass last Tucsd.y. The gunboats 
Clifton and Sachem, which j ained ths ex- 
pedition at the moutn of B rwick (Atcha.'ala- 
ya) Bay, croased the fca^- tirst and engaged 
the Confederate buttery *>n the pe»int. 1 1 i 
movement was not concaved,! am told, in 
this department. From various sources infor- 
mation supposed to be trustworthy was ob- 
tained with regard to the armament of Ihe 
Confederate battery. It was supposed to con- 
sist of two 'J4-poundcrs aad tW3 oti'>, with 
perhaps two or three field pieces, and tha 
work was represented to be contemptible. 
In tict, however, there was a very tine ItM 
work, mounting seven tirst-class siege trues. 
It is nol known who wis in command of the 
work, bat he understood his l>usine:s. 
He allowed the Sachem and ClPton to 
give him a number of shots is they ap- 
proachc', and did not tire a nun till tbey were 
in a position where the tire would be effective. 
It was terribly effective. The lourth shot 
from the battery went throrgh tbe Sachem's 
steam drum, and to complete the disaster she 
grounded. The Clifton was riddle! with shot 
before she grounded, aud Captain Crock- r 
fired one of his own guns through her ma- 
chinery, as I wrote you las: night. There were 
on ?>eard the Ciiflou one hundred and thirty 
sharpshooters, seltcud from the Seventy-fifth 
and One Hundred and Sixty-first New 
York regimen's. Ater th" grourded seven 
of these men jumped overboard and sw im to 
the beich. Wei'zel sent a boat from the Banks 
and took them off. Ti»y report that about 
thirty men on board ihe Clifton were killed 
and wounded. There are now no means of 
knowing the extent of the lo ses on the Sa- 
chem. These two gunbonts were the only 
ones in action. Tlu entire uj'ii/ did not o> *py 
more than Jijtun )».,><•.• •<..»• 1 the action wae 
witnessed by the whole tleet. The General 
Binks, with five hundred m?n on board, 
under command of Weitzel, followed the Ciit- 
tou. one hundred yards in the rear, aad was 
the only transport uader fire. She was unin- 
jured. Weitz-1 intended to land his men atl 
carry the work by assault, but the tide wa3 
still tailing, and ttie rifcptl was mude for tho 
transports to return e-ver the bar into tnc 
gulf, oa tlurr way out four of the 
transpor.s and tbe gunboat Arizona 
grouuded on the bar.

Burnside at the time of the surrender of that 
place. The prisoners were all young men, 
none of them appearing to be over 35 years 
of age. They were a very common looking 
•et ot fellows, and were dressed in every cos- 
tume conceivable. Upon their arrival here, 
M-j or Fitch, with a strong truard, immediate- 
ly took them in charge, and started across the 
river with them, en route to Camp Douglas, 
where they will be confined until sent for- 
ward for exchange. We understand that the 
balance, nearly 1,300 in number, will arrive 
to day, and be 9cnt forward to Camp Douglas. 
We are informed that the entire number cap- 
tured was a little over 2,400 men, including 
officers.
